G.S.R. 256lE)*“-The following pioclamaiion by the Presi¬ 
dent is published for general information :— 

Whereas, I, Neelum Sanjiva lleddv. President of India, have 
received a report from the Governor l -l the Slate of Assam 
and after considering the repoit and other ini'oimillion re¬ 
ceived by me, 1 am satisfied tiuu a situation has iiiiscn in 
v/hich the Government of Assam cannot be cturied on in 
accordance with ihe provisions of ihe Constitution of lnd’a 
thereinafter referred to as 'The Constitution") ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
aiticle 356 of the Constitution and of all other powers enabl¬ 
ing me in that behalf, 1 hereby proclaim that I— 

(a) assume to myself as President of India all functions 

of the Govern nit nt of the said State and all powers 
vested in or excremble by tile Governor of ihal 
State; 

(b) declare that the powers of thq Lcff'slature of the said 
State shall be exercisable by r-r under the anthoiity 
of Parliament; and 

(c) niakc the Coll >wing incidental and consequential pro¬ 

visions which appear lo me to be necessary or desir¬ 
able for giving effect to the objects of this Proclama¬ 
tion, namely :— 

(i) in the exerci c c of the functions and powers assumed 
to myself by virtue of clause (a) ol this Procla¬ 
mation as afoievriJ, it shall be lawful for ire as 
President of India to act to such extent as I ihifil 
lit through the Goveinor of the said State; 

(li) The operation of the following pmvisions of the 
Constitution in relation to that State n hereby sus¬ 
pended, namely :-- 

so much of the proviso to article 3 ns relates to the 
reference by the President to the Legislature of 
the State ; 

so much, of clause (2) of aitide 151 as relates to the 
laying before the Legislature of ihe State of the 
reports submitted to the Governor by ihe Com¬ 
ptroller and Auditor-General of India; 

articles 163 and 164 ; 

so much of clause (3) of article 166 as relates to the 
allocation among the Minislers ol jhc business of 
the Government of the State ; 

article 167 and so much of clause (1) of article 169 
as relates to the passing of a resolution by the 
Legislative Assembly of a State ; 

class (1), and snb-daurc (a) of clause (2) of article 
174; articles 175 lo 178 (both inclusive) ; 
clauses (b) and (c) of article 179 and the 
first proviso to that article and articles 180 end 
181 ; 

so much of article 186 as relates to the salaries and 
allowance^ of the Deputy Speaker of the Legis- 
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lalive Assembly article* 188, 189, 193, 194, 
195 and 196; uilicle 198; clauses (3) and 14) 
oi ankle 199 ; 

so much ul clause (31 ol article 202, as relates U) 
the salaries and allowances of ihc Deputy 
Speaker of the Legislative Assembly; articles 
208 to 211 (bolt 1 inclusive) the proviso to 
clause (1) and the proviso to clause (3) of 
article 213; and 

so much o J clause (2) of ailicle 323 a* i elates to 
the laying of the rep.at with a memorandum 
before the 1 egislalure of the Stale; 

(lit) the Legislative Assembly of the said State is hereby 
dissolved; 

(iv) any referenoe in the Constitution to the Governor 
shall in reGtion to the said State be construed 
as a reference to tht President, and any reference 
therein lo the Legislature of the State or the Houses 
thereof shall, in so far as it relates to the functions 
and powers thereof, be construed, unless the context 
otherwise requiics, as a reference to Parlinmtnt, 
and, in particular, the icferences ir article 213 
to the Governor arid to the Legislative of the 
State or the Houses thereof shall be construed as 
reference to the President and to Pailmmtm or 
the Houses thereof respectively : 

Provided that nothin:* herein shall affect the proG 
sions of article 153, ai deles 155 to 159 (both in 
elusive), article 299 and article 361 and pain 
graph 1 to 4 (both inclusive) of the Second 
Schedule or prevent the President from acting 
under sub-clause fi) of this clause to such extent 
as he thinks iir through the Governor of the 
said State; 

(v) any reference in the Constitution to Acts oi laws 
of or made by the 1 ctfslature of the State ^-hall 
be construed as liicludinc a refe.tncc to Acts or 
laws made, in exercise of the powers of the l.egis^ 
lature of the State, by Pail foment by virtue of 
this Proclamation, or by the President o T - othei 
authority referred to in sub-clause fa) of clause 
(1) of article 357 of the Constitution, and the 
Assam General clauses Act, 1915 (Assam Act 2 
of 1915) as in force in the State of Assam and so 
much of the General Clauses Act, 1897 (10 of 
189^ as applies to State laws, shall have effect in 
relation to any such Act or law, as if it were an 
Act of the Legislature of the State.
